I was not only his traveling com- 
eompanion on such occasions, but 
I made m yself useful by driving 
the oxen and was able to do many 
things that were appreciated. 
“ My 
father 
once 
contracted 
with a party in San Antonio to 
haul a load of pine lumber from 
a mill near Bastrop, on the Col­ 
orado River and I went with him 
Bastrop was then a sm all village 
with a few scattering houses, and 
the night we cam ped in the town 
a public m eeting w as held rn the 
open air which I attended. I have. 
no recollection of what it was 
about, although it was the first 
political speech I had ever heard, 
but I do rem em ber that the place 
w as lit tip by torches made of 
pine-knots and that they furnish­ 
ed the most beautiful light I had 
ever seen. I was only about eight 
years old then, and when I learn - 1 
ed that I could get pine-knots for | 
the trouble of gathering them , I 
lost no tim e the next day in col- j 
lecting all I wanted, although the 
task was not as easy as I ex­ 
pected. On the way home I illum ­ 
inated our cam p every night and 
had som e left with which I lit up 
the prem ises to please a few of 
my young friends. They were de­ 
lighted, because they had never 
seen anything so brilliant before, 
but the exhibition closed when I 
hardly m issed setting fire to the 
corn-crib. 
“ The light they had been ac­ 
customed to see was made by; 
wrapping a rag around a stick 
and saturating it with lard; the 
lower end was then stuck in a 
coffee cup half full of sand, and 
the cup was filled with rendered 
lard or melted tallow. It made a 
very dim light, but it was the best 
we 
could 
before 
candle 
molds 
were introduced, w hich w'ere used 
by everybody w’ho m ade tallow 
candles, until sperm candles of 
northern manufacture were plac­ 
ed on the market. The first I 
ever saw was in Castroville, in 
1855, when three of them sold for 
twenty-five cents, but they were J 
too high-pricd for com mon use 
and more than the poorer people .
